SHANGHAI, May 3.—(#)—The 
‘nationalist government announced to- 
night that its forces had driven the 
northern alliance rebel army west- 
ward along the northern borders of 
Anhwei and Honan provinces in a 
“decisive initial battle.” Much ammu- 
nition was captured from the rebels 
in their precipitate retreat. 

The battle for supremacy in China 
has lasted five days. The national- 
ists said if they won it, the coalition 
of Yen Hsi-shen, governor of Shansi 
province and Marshal Feng Yu- 
hsiang, would collapse speedily. Pres- 
ident Chiang Kai-shek is personally 
directing the government troops from 
his headquarters at Suchow. 

The nationalists asserted they re- 
pulsed northern attacks in western 
Shantung province, but fighting con- 
tinued. Government bombing planes 
were reported to have done heavy 
damage to northern troops concen- 
trated along the railroad west of 
Kaifeng. 

Stating the government’s intention 
to intensify aerial bombing of rebel 
armies in Honan province, the nation- 
alist foreign ministry requested for- 
eigners to evacuate the province. 
3ombing was expected to be severe 
near Chengchow, 

Foreign diplomats were notified by 
the nationalist government that search 
was planned of all steamships enter- 
ing Tientsin for war munitions des- 
tined for the northern alliance, Ves- 
sels carrying such contraband, said 
the foreign ministry, would be seized 
and their fate decided by Chinese law.

A Kansas county prosecutor of high 
standing, an accused “king pin” boot-
